Our Reason to Be 


There are times and events that are so horrendous that they are unthinkabl. 
pened. Yes, events can be so unusual and or deve that one can. 
scope and magnitude of the circumstance. 


The earthquake in Haiti was such an event. Haiti is the poorest country in the Western 
live on the cutting edge of despair. It is inconceivable that life could be any more diffic 
people have endured the tyranny of dictatorship, the ravages of incessant poverty, eo anc 
biased persons. : 


Now it seems the very earth is bringing down upon them the homes and the island terrain on which they live. In 
spite of all that has happened to them, they remain a people. They have an intrepid spirit that will not be dimin- _ 
ished by forces beyond their control. The brutal and destructive force of nature has killed hundreds and thousands — 
of them. But somehow, their humanity and power to live beyond tragedy keeps them going. 


At times like this, it is incumbent that others embrace them and give unqualified support. The compassionate heart 
will give and sacrifice to demonstrate what the love of God truly is. Therefore, I am glad that our Church leaders 
and COGIC Charities are there to express the willingness to serve. The world has made a statement but the Church 
must speak out even more. 


Do whatever you can to support the people of Haiti. Remember that Bishop C.H. Mason started the mission in 
Haiti during his tenure as leader. The Church has grown and the saints are loyal and committed to the mission of 
the Church Of God In Christ. Now it is time to demonstrate that as “Children of God,” we recognize no borders 
or language barriers. “We are all in the family of God.” 
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Throughout the broad sweep of human history spiritual and 
political crises may function to produce new leadership for a given 
generation. During such periods God raises up a 
leader to be a source of inspiration, conscience 
and witness. In the crucible of a great human 
tragedy God will call and anoint someone to be 
the singular voice of conscience for the voiceless, 
the widow and the orphan (James 1:27). As vari- 
ous historical examples frequently suggest this 
cross of defending the poor is rarely aspired to. 
Thus in the strictest sense of the word, it is a call- 
ing. Such a calling requires exceptional integrity, 
courage, and a wisdom which comes from above. 
The most obvious example that comes to mind is 
that of course of Reverend Martin Luther King, 
Jr. During the late fifties and sixties King was the 
singular voice of conscience for a season. 
Throughout the sixties he waged a political struggle against the 
macro-structural forces that were arrayed against Black people, 
only dimly aware of the invisible principalities and powers which 
lay behind them. But by the end of the Civil Rights Movement, a 
new and deeper understanding of the spiritual nature of the strug- 
gle was required. By April 4, 1968, the day King died, we were wit- 
nessing the decline, within the Black Church, of a certain form of 
theological liberalism which no longer exhibited the philosophical

or political strength to inspire a younger generation who were 


already in revolt against the old vision. God had already begun to 


prepare a young man, a son of Pentecost, a disci- 
ple of holiness (Romans 12:1-2), to accept the 
mantle of King’s legacy. This is the larger spiritu- 
al meaning of the site and substance of King’s last 
sermon, preached at Mason Temple, Church Of 
God In Christ. In King’s bidding farewell from 
the pulpit of the mother church of Pentecost, the 
Holy Spirit foreshadowed the transformation and 
transferal of the vision to the sons and daughters 
referred to in Joel 2:28: “I will pour out my spir- 
it on all people [and] your sons and daughters 
will prophesy, [and] your old men will dream 
dreams, [and] your young men will see visions.” 
It is as Robert M. Franklin, President of 
Morehouse College, observed a few years ago: 
“Within the Black Church the nineteenth century was the age of 
the AME, the twentieth century was the age of the Baptists, and 
the twenty-first century will be the age of the Pentecostals.” 


Few denominations were more ill-prepared. It took forty years 
for the Holy Spirit to prepare the people to whom the mantel had 
been passed and to raise up the right man and prepare him for this 
task. It was a calling which would require the revolutionary power 
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of Pentecost with signs and wonders following to bring deliv- 
erance to the multitudes of Black people. During this period 
Black political life became increasingly secularized with the 
emergence of a class of Black elected officials. An unintended 
consequence of this development was that the class orienta- 
tion of Black leadership, with its emphasis on integration 
shifted upwards. The logical result was the effective re-segre- 
gation of the urban Black poor as the Black middle and upper 
middle class evacuated the declining cities. 


During this intervening period, a young minister by the 
name of Charles Edward Blake was quietly building his com- 
munity-serving West Angeles Church Of God In Christ. 
Membership, originally 50 strong, exploded in the seventies 
and was accompanied by equally impressive ministerial 
growth and an extensive building project. West Angeles 
COGIC’s ministries include the West Angeles Bible College, 
a full-time Counseling Department, and the West Angeles 
Christian Academy. As the number of Sunday morning serv- 
ices rose to four plus-a Sunday evening service, it was time, 
once again, to build. The first service held at the 5,000-seat 
West Angeles Cathedral was April 28, 
2001, where the Presiding Bishop of the 
Church Of God In Christ, Bishop G.E. 
Patterson preached. Currently, member- 
ship at West Angeles Church Of God In 
Christ exceeds 22,000. The church has 
been recognized as one of the fastest 
growing churches in the nation, with 
more than eighty ministry and outreach 
programs including television and radio 
broadcasts. 


The most prominent outreach serv- 
ice is the West Angeles CDC which was 
founded in early 1994 to expand the compassionate outreach 
and neighborhood development ministries of the church in 
the face of mounting problems of poverty and injustice in the 
surrounding community. The CDC is headed by Lula Ballton 
and focuses on the following areas: home ownership, small 
business development, real estate development, dispute reso- 
lution services and community services. As the developer of 
nearly $50 million of real estate, and manager of nearly a 
dozen programs, the CDC’s operating budget has grown from 
$100 thousand in 1994 to nearly $3 million in 2006. 


These extraordinary achievements were, perhaps unbe- 
knownst to Blake, simply a prelude. To properly understand 
the developmental trajectory of Blake’s evolution from pastor 
of a Black Hollywood mega-church to the first post-Civil 
Rights successor to the King legacy, one must consider the 
larger historical context, both domestic and international. As 
the liberal protest wing of Black politics became increasingly 
disconnected from the day-to-day realities of the Black poor 
in the US and abroad, new ideas and models for reconstruct- 
ing Black civil society were emerging among Black 
Pentecostals working in partnership with leading policy intel- 
lectuals. In the late nineties, like King in Montgomery, Blake

was approached by Pentecostal activists and intellectuals first 
because of his irreproachable moral character, secondarily because 
of his singular leadership abilities and finally because of the fact 
that among the Black clergy he was unique in being not only a pas- 
tor but also an intellectual. In early 1999, Bishop Blake with a 
team of intellectuals and activists, began in response to reports of 
an AIDS epidemic exploding in Africa, researching and organizing 
around the issue of the AIDS orphan crisis. This resulted in 
unprecedented media and governmental response which gave 
international prominence to the AIDS orphan crisis in Africa. The 
supernatural power to identify and engage the principalities and 
powers at work in this holocaust (Ephesians 6:12) that was at 
Blake’s disposal was the key transformation from the Civil Rights 
phase of the struggle under King. 


In 2001 after successfully increasing public awareness through 
education and advocacy among Black churches, Bishop Blake 
founded Save Africa's Children, a program of the Pan-African 
Children’s Fund to provide concrete humanitarian support for 340 
AIDS orphan-care projects in over 23 countries on the continent 
of Africa. This followed closely on the heels of Blake's initiative to 
educate and mobilize Black churches in 
the US to advocate for more humane for- 
eign, trade and development policies in 


Africa. 


On April 4, 2008, Bishop Blake con- 
vened a Pan-African leadership summit 
to present an urban domestic policy 
agenda to the Church Of God In Christ 
in particular and the larger Black church 
in general. The plan was a five point 
urban initiative that consisted of mentor- 
ing, crime prevention, employment assis- 
tance, family and fatherhood skills and 
financial literacy programs. Once again, it is the combination of 
spiritual warfare and the commitment to social justice that brings 
new power to the Black Church’s struggle on behalf of the Black 


poor. 


In summary Charles Edward Blake has emerged as the new 
prophetic voice, or to quote the Reverend Al Sharpton, who spoke 
that night in Mason Temple, “not only is Bishop Blake the 
Presiding Bishop of the Church Of God In Christ, but he has 
emerged as the Prelate of Black America.” Looking forward, 
Bishop Blake’s achievement constitutes a model for a Pentecostal 
political theology of Christian Pan-Africanism. By expanding our 
understanding of holiness to include the Biblical concept of jus- 
tice, and underlining the fundamental role of the power of 
Pentecost in achieving both, Bishop Blake is taking the church in 
a new direction. In bringing to bear the power of Pentecost on the 
issues of social injustice that confront Black people in the US and 
Africa, it is key that the Church embrace with new fervor the 
importance of personal holiness, living clean lives that will both 
affirm the witness of the Holy Spirit's work in us and provide spir- 
itual armor against principalities and powers. It is into the potent 
manifestation of this tri-partite ministry of holiness, justice and 
supernatural gifts that Bishop Blake is called to lead us.

Port Au Prince, Haiti — The usual pace of life was disrupted in 
Haiti on a fateful Tuesday, January 12, 2010 at 4:35 PM. The 
Island was shaken by a 7.3 magnitude quake and the Richter 
scale indicated the quake lasted 35 seconds. The seismic devas- 
tation was so horrific that it shook the infrastructure of the coun- 
try to its core, leaving in the aftermath 230,000 dead (official 
report) and countless missing and presumed dead in the rubble. 
The nations of the world were set on notice and they began to 
response to what will prove to be one of the most terrifying 
events in nature. 


The government of Haiti was destabilized and the surprise and 
the horror from the earthquake became recognized for what it 
truly was. It had been two centuries sense a quake of such dev- 
astation and it left the Isle in severe shock. The Haitian people 
surveyed the damage to find the National Palace, official resi- 
dence of the president, stood in ruins. This proud symbol was 
built in 1918. The Palace of Justice where the Haitian Supreme 
Court was located was destroyed. Equally significant was the 
destruction of other governmental properties that were the nerve 
centre of government and business operations. 


As the report came in from around the area it was clear that 
major hospitals and clinics were overwhelmed by the influx of 
dying and severally wounded persons. It was soon realized that 
international help would be necessary. 


The business sector in the capital suffered the highest degree of 
loss, being the epicenter of the earthquake. Blocks and blocks of 
wrecked communities were filled with crumbled buildings that 
pancaked upon the victims. Approximately one third of the 
country’s population of 8.9 million persons lives in the Port-Au- 
Prince area. When victims came to the business area to find basic 
supplies of meat, vegetables, drinking water, clothing and medi- 
cine they found only confusion and destruction. 


In the residential areas, countless numbers of people were buried 
in the rubbles of their homes. In many cases the walls are stand- 
ing as though there was no damage, but were collapsed internal- 
ly, floor and ceiling, causing extreme death and anxiety. Entire 
families were killed or trapped in the rubble. Thousands and 
thousands of people were left homeless and in the western hemi- 
sphere’s poorest country, the homeless persons have even more 
pain and brokenness to deal with. 


The Church Of God In Christ has been in residence on the 
Island of Haiti for over 70 years. Bishop Lopez Dautruche, 
Prelate of the Jurisdiction of Haiti was in Miami, Florida at the 
time of the earthquake in route to Memphis, Tennessee for the 
National Leadership Conference. He was touched by the over- 
whelming expressions of sympathy and prayers for the suffering 
of the Haitian people and the saints on the island. Immediately, 
funds from the Church Of God In Christ faithfully began to 
pour in to help rescue and sustain the people. Little did Bishop 
Dautruche and the rest of us know about the unprecedented 
damage and casualties the nation sustained. For the record, the 
saints also sustained significant casualties and damage on the 
Island. At this time, the evidence is 103 members of the Church 
Of God In Christ perished in the earthquake. More than 600 
sustained terrible wounds and will need prolonged medical care. 
Hundreds are homeless including several pastors. Thirty church- 
es were totally destroyed and 18 others have profound structural 
damage. Five COGIC schools were utterly destroyed, 5 more 
sustained damage, including the C. H. Mason Elementary 
School. The orphanage and housing complex were severally 
damaged and the adjacent guest house was destroyed. 


In the aftermath, a great spiritual revival has broken out in the 
country, and people are being saved by the thousands. The entire 
country was involved in the 3 day prayer and fasting and many 
major businesses were shut down, Friday to Sunday, (February 5- 
7) during a time of deep reflection. The National Church of 
Haiti was not destroyed, but around the corner the National 


Catholic Cathedral was utterly destroyed and its Bishop killed. 


Presiding Bishop Charles E. Blake, Sr. received information 
about the destruction and went in to positive and meaningful 
action to help save people amid the disaster. As President of 
COGIC Charities, Bishop Blake has mobilized a tremendous 
outpour of love resulting in hundreds and thousands of dollars, 
needed medical supplies, and human support to the nation and 
the saints. The people of Haiti appreciate the demonstration of 
love from the saints, but can only say “Thank you.” There is 
much, much more to be done. The buildings are down and the 
debris is being surveyed and removed. Daily the death toll grows, 
but life is starting to reemerge and the spirit of the Haitian peo- 
ple has found the resolve to move forward. @ 
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January 12, 2010 stunned the conscience of the entire world. 
Humanity from every geographical area of the globe responded 
to the cry of a nation in peril when the earth shook the very foun- 
dation of Haiti. The island nation of over 9 million was devas- 
tated by one of the greatest natural disasters of the new century. 
Countless persons were left homeless and the earthquake claimed 
the lives of over 200,000 people. COGIC Charities was one of 
the NGOs (Non Governmental Organizations) that responded 
with urgency just hours after the tragedy was reported. Presiding 
Bishop Charles E. Blake, Sr., President and Board Chairman of 
COGIC Charities summoned the COGIC Charities executive 
committee to strategize the Church Of God In Christ’s official 
response. 


Bishop Blake immediately designated Superintendent James 
Pullings, Jr. of New York City as the appointed person of COGIC 
Charities Disaster Relief. Elder Pullings has a long record of 
involvement on the island nation as a missionary. In this case he 
was dispatched to Haiti to ascertain a first hand assessment of the 
aftermath of the 7.0 earthquake. The epicenter hit 10 miles west 
of Port-Au —Prince, the nation’s capital. Over 2 million inhabi- 
tants suffered untold misery in the quake and the many after 
shocks. Elders Pullings and Horrace Pritchett, a core advisor of 
the relief effort arrived in Haiti, January 27, via the neighboring 
country of the Dominican Republic. Commercial flights into 
Haiti were suspended. Nothing has been easy for the tandem. 
Communications were disrupted and many systems were utterly 
destroyed. Cell phones were not consistently working due to 
technical problems and the lack of accessibility of recharging sta- 
tions for telephone batteries. Aide givers were limited to one call 
per day and that call was usually during the evening. 


Elder Pullings stated, “I have never been in war, however, I have 
seen war pictures on TV, and this is worst than I could have ever 
imagined any devastation to be.” There were dead bodies 
unburied and exposed to the elements for days. The anguish and 
despair of the living was etched in the faces of people as they dis- 
cover the bodies of loved ones. He went on to describe, “It 


looked like a nuclear bomb had struck the city.” 


The two orphanages and many church buildings were destroyed 
in the Port-Au-Prince area. The Church Of God In Christ has sus- 
tained major loses in lives and buildings that were bedrock in the 
mission ministry to Haiti. Due to the instability of standing 
structures the people are forced to sleep outside. The streets are 
cover with tents. There were a couple major blessings! The 
National Sanctuary was not destroyed. Also, the new 
Headquarters building, located about a 30 minutes drive from 
Port-Au-Prince had some minor damage but has served the needs 
of many. Bishop Blake was scheduled to dedicate the building on 
January 26, 2010 but the dedication was cancelled due to the 
earthquake. Over $250,000.00 were provided by the mission 
minded saints of the Church Of God In Christ to help complete 
that structure. Little did the Church realize the investments 
would return so soon! Elder Pullings stated some repairs to the 
building were so timely made, and that included the water tower, 
electrical supply system and the restrooms. He and some local 
saints help put those things in order. For that reason, the teams 
of doctors and aide givers could be headquartered safely. 


I am confident that each individual who can will continue to give 
aid and support to the mission. Keeping the momentum of this 
effort going will save lives and lift people from untold suffering. 


This is what COGIC Charities is exactly about! 7) 
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As the Executive Director of COGIC Charities, I am privileged to 
witness the character and compassion of the saints during the 
extremes of life. I can say that there is an abundance of love, willing- 
ness to sacrifice, and a total commitment to the will of God when it 
is needed the most. I am glad to be numbered with the saints. 


The relief being given in Haiti by the saints is outstanding! More 
is needed considering the situation is so dire. I am making this 
appeal because the need will continue and may only worsen with- 
out our continued support. By relating the following report, I 
hope that more of you will give again and support COGIC 
Charities. 


The repairs were very timely on the new National Headquarters 
Building because the medical team arrived a short time later to 
begin its work. Dr. Elton Amos of Fort Wayne, Indiana, the 
Director of the COGIC Health Initiative arrived and established 
a hospital. After being setup the facility was ready and began to 
attend to the needs of the wounded and sick. Patients filled the 
grounds and the medical professionals sent from our Church, 
provided loving health care. The Church Of God In Christ oper- 
ated alongside other Non Governmental Organizations (NGOs) 
that were there and did a quality job. 


It should be noted that COGIC Charities is considered as a first 
responder to the sites of tragedies such as an earthquake. First 
Responders are organizations that are prepared with equipment 
capabilities and human resources to save lives during immediate 
and emergency stress. In the case of Haiti there is such unusual 
and continuous need that our medical teams were busy provid- 
ing care in every imaginable area of health. 


Bishop Blake emphasized the mission must demonstrate fiscal 
accountability. All expenditures should be accompanied with 


Bishop Blake hopes to maximize every cent contributed 
for the cause and as many needs as possible. Haiti has 80% of the 
population living under the poverty line and is in critical need of 
most necessities. Most Haitians live on less than $2.00 a day. 
Under the circumstances of this event the stress was equal to the 
need. 


receipts. 


For the survival of our volunteers in Haiti, we depended upon 
reliable persons to provide security. Security is a great concern on 
the island. Elder James Pullings, Jr., emphasized the need for 24 
hour security after witnessing and hearing of hostile take-over of 
supplies from various aid stations. Distribution centers handling 
food and supplies were particularly vulnerable. ‘Transportation 
and drivers were in high demand. The need for interpreters is yet 
very important because Haiti has two official languages: French 
and Haitian Creole. All of the complexities of living and work- 
ing under the stress made the efforts of COGIC Charities that 
much creditable. The cost of providing aid, shipping relief sup- 
plies, support and health care alone is over $100,000.00 and 
growing. As of February 28, 2010 cash contributions were near- 
ly $800,000.00. As the reports of the disaster relief are made 
known, the Church Of God In Christ’s membership will attest to 
the professionalism and effort of its charity. 


COGIC Charities has partnership with Save African Children in 
providing Gift In Kind (GIK) items valued over $300,000.00. 
The GIK items consist of water, medical supplies, food, clothes 
and hygiene supplies to the Haitian relief. Shipping supplies is 
costly. Each 40 foot container filled with supplies cost 
$5,000.00. As one can see the effort to help is expensive but 
essential. The donations must continue because the injured, the 
young and the very elderly are suffering untold misery in Haiti. 
Lest we forget! Many of the victims are Holy Ghost filled chil- 
dren of God! Keep the love flowing! ©

Dr. Amos stated to Bishop Dautruche, “I bring you greetings from 
the United States of America, and from the Bishop of the Church 
Of God In Christ everywhere, who sent me on this mission. I’ve 
come to let you know that you have brothers and sisters in the 
United States who care about you and who are praying for you. | 
appreciate the open door provided by Bishop Dautruche. He is a 


ereat man, known across the globe. Wherever his name is known, 
our Church’s name is known also and we are here to demonstrate 
our love and concern.” Dr. Amos brought along with him 
Superintendent and Mrs. Pullings, the leader of the mission's dele- 
gation. Together, Dr. Amos and Superintendent Pullings opened 
the first medical clinic in the basement of the jurisdictional tem- 


ple. 


Monday, February 8, 2010, Dr. Vivian Lamphear of Los Angeles, 
California administered psychological therapy to the traumatized 
Haitians. Then on Tuesday, February 9th, a group of five medical 
professionals arrived from Evanston, Illinois, members of Faith 
Temple COGIC (Bishop Carlis Moody, Pastor). The team admin- 
istered much needed medical assistance to over 1,000 persons 
upon traveling to the C. H. Mason Elementary School where the 
neighbors took shelter under tarps. The team handled a large 
number of patients and Pastor Emmanuel John provided food for 
the hungry in both places. Pastor John is a native born Haitian 
who resides in America. 


Other medical groups from COGIC Charities will be on the 
ground in Port-Au-Prince, Haiti. The middle groups will contin- 
ue to pour in to the Island of Haiti. As Dr. Amos indicates, the 
COGIC Charities are providing substantial efforts to help lessen 
the impact of the earthquake aftermath.O 
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Memphis, TN - The time was right! The Church Of God In 
Christ Leadership Conference for 2010 was conducted in the 
Headquarters of the Church. The season was one of celebration 
for the African-American community because Dr. Martin Luther

The Occasion 


The Charles Harrison Mason Theological Seminary recently cel- 
ebrated forty years of preparing men and women for careers in 
Religious Studies and for ministry in the Church Of God In 
Christ. Named after Bishop Charles H. Mason, the Founder of 
the Church Of God In Christ and one of the most significant 
religious leaders of the twentieth century (1866-1961), the 
Charles Harrison Mason Theological Seminary is the official 
school for graduate training in theology and religious studies for 
the Church Of God In Christ. The Charles H. Mason Theology 
Seminary is affiliated with the Interdenominational Theological 
Center (hereafter, ITC), which is comprised of six other seminar- 
ies from Protestant denominations and an interdenominational 
fellowship, the Harry and Selma Richardson Ecumenical 
Fellowship. 


The Charles Harrison Mason Theological Seminary appeared on 
the campus of the ITC in 1970. Under the leadership of then 
Presiding Bishop J.O. Patterson, Sr., it began its mission of 
preparing men and women for ministry in the body of Christ. 


Several of our present General Board Members and Bishops have 


played a major role in establishing and enhancing this education 


ministry in Atlanta, Georgia. These persons are our Presiding 
Bishop, Charles E. Blake and General Board members Bishops 
Roy L.H. Winbush and George D. McKinney, and Bishop 
Dewitt A. Burton. It is noteworthy that our Presiding Bishop, 
Charles E. Blake, was the founding Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the Charles Harrison Mason Theological Seminary, 
and that under his vision and direction the chief administrative 
and governance matters of the Seminary received serious atten- 
tion. In fact, his foresight laid a foundation that has guided the 
Seminary in many of its administrative and governance deliber- 
ations for the last forty years. Bishop Roy L.H. Winbush has 
served as Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Charles 
Harrison Mason Seminary for the past thirty-six years. His lead- 
ership and service provided the Seminary with seasoned leader- 
ship and contributed to the massive increase of Church Of God 
In Christ men and women in the Professoriate, Institutional and 
Military Chaplaincy, and Traditional parish Ministry. Bishop 
George D. McKinney served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the C.H. Mason Seminary, and was an invaluable 
source of insight and guidance regarding how the Seminary 
could fulfill its mandate to train men and women for cutting 
edge ministry in the Church Of God In Christ.

Jesus Christ is tantamount to liberation and reconciliation of persons, 
but total reconciliation is predicated upon repentance of the persons, systems, and 
institutions responsible for the original alienation.
